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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Examiner acknowledges Applicant's response filed 1 March 2011 containing 
amendments to the claims and remarks. 

2. Claims 1 -36 and 39-45 are pending. Claims 43-45 are newly added. 

3. Claims 1-36 and 39-45 are allowed in view of Examiner's reconsideration of the 
record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -36 and 39-45 are allowed. 

5. The following is Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1-36 and 39-45, neither Nolley (US 4,124,486) nor Taylor 
(US 5,124,026) discloses or otherwise suggests a process for the conversion of heavy 
feedstocks comprising, in relevant part, treating a fraction of a stream containing 
asphaltenes obtained from a deasphalting unit by "deoiling [such stream] with added 
solvent and separating the product into a solid fraction and a liquid fraction from which 
said solvent can be subsequently removed."
